HE SURGICAL ASFECTS OF THE WAR.

o the Pall Mall Gazsette,

7 Drs. Goujon and Felizet, who were engaged
the temporary hospital at Metz, have pre-
sd a report on the effects of the different
ruggian arms, They are of opinion that
ese are not as mourderous as they are sup-
pged to be, but that the frequeney and
bverity of certain wounds raaullt. from the
ifavorable positions which the men were
ompelled by their leaders to assume, The
ollowing details are extiracted from a sum-
ary of this report: —

The Prussians, for the most part at least,

the triapgular bayonet, now generally
ded, the wounds from which are far less
erious than those inflicted by the sword-
jayonet, which our infantry possessed. One
pf us saw on the night of the J1st of August,
the fight of Servigny-Sainte-Barbe, a
Beap of Prussians with wounds in the chest
NeAs nq nearly thirty centimetres in the
tercostal space. We have seen but two
ounds with the Prussian bayonet, and
hose healed raBidly. The bayonet is not the

m which the Prussians exceiY in. They are
pften  too  closely acked to ave
ee Bcope, and make little active
but much passive resistance. IHence our
bpldiers sny that a charge of bayonets goes
phrough them like butter. Sword weunds
rere more frequent on our side, but chiefly
ppnfined to cavalry who had oharged the

Ejrussian horse. The worst we saw was that

& Frenoh cuirassier, whose left wrist had
een completely disarticulated with as much
pgularity as if it had been done by a surgeon.
Ve saw several dragoons who had received
i many as gix sword cuts on the head, the
pnds, and the trunk. The left arm is always
he object of the Prussians in a cavalry
harge; they endeavor to cut the horse's
pridle or the hand which holds it. These
vounds are seldom serious, being superficial
’-- soon healed.

There can be no doubt of the great part
he Prussian artillery has played in our disas-
ers.

Among the wounded whose
cnses we conld follow thirteen had received s
ball through the chest, and nine of these
were enred in a gpnoe of time varying from
fiftcen days to two months, Wonnds in the
ochest are of conrse more or less serious,
necording to the seal of the wound. Those on
the right side are more likely to be enred than
thore on the left, because of the neighbor-
hood of the henrt. Those high up in the lungs
are hetter than those in the centre of Lhe
organ of rospiration, where tho great vessels
are. Wounds from the Chassepot bullet are
very scrious; the size_of the orifice made by
the ball in passing out causos greal lacerntion
of the tissnes. The bones fractured by these
balls are reduced info a great naumberof [rag-
ments, and a8 many as twelve and even
fifteenTeplinters bave been taken from these
wounds. The Chasgepot bullet always
penctrates deeply, and being small is ditli-
cult to extraet. We mow think we have
shown:—First. That the wounds inflicted by
the Pruesians with sword or bayonet are not
frequent or serions, Secondly. That their
balls are less murderons than those of the
Cbassepot, Thirdly. That it is by means of
their shells that we have snffered most loss,

Fourthly. That this murderous result of their |

fire depended less upon that than upon the
mistaken pogition of our men., Fifthly. That,

| other things being equal, wounds from the

fragments of shells are not worse than those
made by other projectiles. Considering,
further, that the shell does not burst in all
directions, only forwurd in a jet, it will be

scen that flight plays into the hands of the |

encmy, and that marching forward, obliging
him to change his aim every moment, puts
his artillery into a fatigning situation at 5000
metres, and a dangerous one at 1000,
